Headcount  is  defined  as  the  count  of  each  student  enrolled  for  one  or  more  courses  taken  for  a 

semester.

FTE  (full-time  equivalent)  is  defined  as  a  statistical  enrollment  unit  used  to  represent  a  student  £ 

enrolled  for  a  full  course  of  study.  It  is  calculated  by  dividing  total  credit  hours  enrolled  by  15  for  j£j 

an  undergraduate  student  and  total  credit  hours  by  12  for  a  graduate  or  first  professional  student 
for  a  semester.

FACULTY

The  total  student  enrollment  for  Fall  Semester  1 993  was  23,881  and  included  21,241  on-  ■ 

campus  and  2,640  off-campus  students.  This  reflects  a  decrease  of  885  students  compared  to 
Fall  1992.  On-campus  students  decreased  by  116  while  off-campus  students  increased  by  269  for 
Fall  1993.  Also,  total  fall  enrollment  in  Illinois  public  universities  equaled  197,377.  A  decline  of 
2,558  students  resulted  when  compared  to  Fall  1 992.  In  the  past  ten  years,  total  enrollment  in 
Illinois  publics  peaked  in  Fall  1987  and  again  in  1991 . 

In  the  past  five  years,  60  to  77  percent  of  all  students  who  applied  were  accepted  for  JJ 

admission  at  SIUC  (including  undergraduate,  graduate  and  first-professional  students),  and  about  g 

one-third  of  those  who  applied  actually  enrolled.  A  look  at  the  number  of  first-time  freshmen  F 

enrolling  at  SIUC  has  shown  a  steady  decline  since  Fall  1 989  with  a  significant  increase  in  Fall  3 

1 992.  First-time  freshmen  count  totaled  2,224  for  Fall  1 993.  Undergraduate  transfer  enrollment  fr 

increased  steadily  from  1 989  to  1 991 ,  and  declined  slightly  in  Fall  1 992  and  noticeably  in  1 993.  h 

The  primary  Illinois  feeder  counties  of  first-time  freshmen  for  the  past  five  years  have  * 

been  Cook,  DuPage,  Jackson  and  Lake.  Sangamon  and  St.  Clair  counties  have  also  provided  a 
substantial  number  of  first-time  freshmen  to  SIUC.  Furthermore,  75%  or  1 7,802  students 
attending  SIUC  Fall  1993  were  Illinois  residents.  About  half  of  Illinois  resident  students  who 

enrolled  for  Fall  1993  came  from  Cook,  DuPage,  Jackson,  DuPage,  Lake,  Sangamon,  St.  Clair,  > 

Franklin,  and  Williamson  counties.  $ 

A  profile  of  SlUC's  students  enrolled  for  Fall  1993  would  include  full/part-time  status,  class 
level  breakdown,  average  age,  men/women  ratio,  racial/ethnic  origin  breakdown,  average  ^ 

composite  ACT  score  of  entering  freshmen  and  residency.  Full-time  students  enrolled  Fall  1 993  jj 

equaled  1 8,265  and  part-time  5,61 6  or  77  and  23  percent  of  the  total  student  population.  There  o 

were  1 9,460  undergraduates  enrolled,  3,795  graduate  students,  and  626  professional  students. 
The  average  age  of  the  undergraduate  student  is  23  and  of  the  graduate  student  is  31 .  Fifty-eight 
percent  (1 3,899)  of  the  total  student  population  were  men  and  42  percent  (9,982)  were  women. 
Fall  1993  enrollment  included  11%  African  American  students,  about  2%  Hispanic,  1 .6%  Asian, 
and  0.4%  American  Indian,  and  9%  non-resident  alien  students.  Further,  2,193  international 
students  were  enrolled  at  this  institution  Fall  1 993.  The  students  have  represented  over  1 30 
countries  in  the  last  five  years.  Average  composite  ACT  score  of  entering  freshmen  seeking  a 
baccalaureate  degree  for  Fall  1 993  was  22.0  as  compared  to  the  Illinois  average  composite  of  *

The  characteristics  of  SlUC's  students  have  been  changing,  and  the  characteristics  K 

portraying  the  most  noticeable  changes  are  age  of  students,  growth  of  part-time,  graduate,  and  g 

international  students.  These  local  changes  mirror  national  data  produced  by  ACE's  1 993  Campus  2 

Trends  survey.  In  the  past  five  years,  the  enrollment  of  students  who  are  25  years  old  or  older  J 

continues  to  grow  at  SIUC,  international  student  enrollment  has  steadily  risen,  and  part-time  § 
undergraduate  and  graduate  students  have  increased. 

The  largest  pool  of  SIUC  alumni  are  found  in  Illinois  (67,499)  and  specifically,  Cook 
(12,138)  and  Jackson  (7,260)  counties.

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FACULTY  AND  STAFF  SUMMARY  R

Human  resources  of  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale  include  instructional  faculty, 
administrative/professional  staff,  and  civil  service  staff.  Graduate  assistants  and  student  workers 
provide  support  to  the  University  on  a  part-time  basis  as  well  as  some  faculty,  administrative/ 
professionals,  and  civil  service.  Furthermore,  School  of  Medicine  staff  on  the  Carbondale  and 
Springfield,  Illinois  campuses  are  usually  reported  separately  from  the  main  campus.  Data  provided  in 
the  following  presentations  include  Fall  1 993  data  about  SlUC's  faculty  and  staff. 

What  is  the  faculty's  profile  for  Fall  1993?  Including  School  of  Medicine,  82%  or  1 ,157  are  full- 
time  faculty  and  18%  or  249  are  part-time.  The  number  of  part-time  faculty  has  shown  an  increase  of  29 
faculty  since  1991 .  The  strength  of  full-time  faculty  representation  by  women  is  about  24%  as  compared 
to  76%  for  men.  About  25%  or  247  of  the  full-time,  instructional  faculty  are  men  with  rank  of  Professor 
and  about  3%  or  25  are  women.  Furthermore,  the  percent  of  men  and  women  holding  an  academic  rank 
of  Associate  and  Assistant  Professor  is  43%  (421)  and  15%  (147)  respectively.  Looking  at  the  Instructor 
and  Lecturer  ranks,  the  percent  of  men  and  women  begins  to  introduce  a  balance  with  about  8%  or  74 
men  and  about  6%  or  64  women.  The  ratio  of  faculty  to  students  has  changed  somewhat  this  year  with 
the  FTE  or  full-time  equivalent  of  faculty  increasing  slightly  and  the  FTE  of  the  student  population 
decreasing  slightly  resulting  with  a  ratio  of  1  faculty  to  about  15  students,  including  undergraduate, 
graduate  and  professional  students.  > 

The  number  of  tenured  faculty  dropped  slightly  from  62  to  60  percent  with  584  of  the  full-time 
faculty  holding  tenure  status  and  21  percent  or  204  holding  tenure-track  contracts.  The  total  number  of 
full-time  faculty  dropped  modestly  from  Fall  1 992  to  Fall  1993.  Non-tenure  track  faculty  (total  of  189) 
increased  during  the  same  period  of  time,  and  the  percent  of  full-time  faculty  holding  this  status  is  a  little 
over  19  percent  as  compared  to  16  percent  in  Fall  1992.

The  average  faculty  salary  across  all  ranks  as  reported  to  the  American  Association  of  University 
Professors  (AAUP)  for  1 993  is  $42,220.  The  faculty  included  in  this  average  are  full  time  with  their 
appointment  more  than  50  percent  in  instruction.  The  School  of  Medicine  faculty  are  not  included;  chairs 
of  departments  are  included  if  they  hold  a  full-time  faculty  rank.  The  percent  change  from  1 992  to  1 993 
in  average  faculty  salary  is  slightly  over  3  percent  and  denotes  a  modest  change  from  1 993. 

The  instructional  faculty  and  administrative/professional  staff  at  SIUC,  including  School  of  ^ 

Medicine,  are  composed  of  1 1  percent  minority.  The  number  of  faculty  and  administrative/professional  3 
staff  who  are  50-54  years  of  age  has  increased  the  most  in  the  past  five  years  when  comparing  those 

staff  who  are  50  years  of  age  and  older.  h 

Graduate  assistants  are  employed  at  the  University  to  provide  support  to  teaching,  > 

research  and  administrative  functions.  The  total  number  of  graduate  assistants  equaled  1 ,698  in  1 

Fall  1 993,  and  almost  half  of  these  assistants  perform  teaching  duties  with  the  other  half  * 
performing  research  and  administrative  duties.

Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale  offers  a  broad  range  of  associate  and 
baccalaureate  degrees  and  is  committed  to  graduate  education  through  the  masters  and  doctoral 
degrees.  The  institution's  inventory  of  academic  programs  includes  1 8  associate  in  applied 
science  degree  programs,  74  bachelors,  59  masters,  1  specialist,  2  professional  and  29  doctoral. 
Eighty-one  percent  of  the  institution's  students  were  enrolled  in  an  undergraduate  degree 
program,  16%  in  a  graduate  degree  program,  and  3%  in  a  professional  degree  program  in  Fall 
Semester  1 993. 

SIUC  is  accredited  by  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Education  (ISBE),  the  National  Council 
for  Accreditation  of  Teacher  Education  (NCATE),  and  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Schools.  In  addition,  the  University's  colleges,  schools  and  units  are  accredited  by  39 
various  accrediting  agencies. 

About  1 5  percent  of  the  total  student  population  for  Fall  1 993  was  enrolled  in  the  liberal 
arts  degree  programs  and  1 3  percent  in  the  education  degree  programs,  while  8  percent  were 
enrolled  in  engineering/engineering-related  technologies,  and  6  percent  in  business  and 
administration.  The  Higher  Education  Research  Institute,  University  of  California,  Los  Angeles, 
released  data  which  supports  a  trend  occurring  on  this  campus  that  the  percentage  of  students 
planning  business  careers  continues  to  decline  after  peaking  in  1987  while  students  planning  to 
major  in  education  has  increased  since  1 987.  This  report  further  states  that  freshmen  who  said 
they  would  major  in  engineering  have  declined  since  1 982. 

Degrees  granted  are  reported  on  a  fiscal  year  basis  and  include  graduations  in  August, 
December  and  May  respectively.  Seventy-five  percent  or  4,992  of  SlUC's  graduates  between 
July  1 ,  1992  and  June  30, 1993  were  granted  Bachelor's  degrees  and  12%  (789)  and  3%  (185) 
received  Master's  and  Doctorate  degrees  respectively. 

Credit  hours  generated  for  FY94  totaled  well  over  600  thousand  hours.  This  total 
includes  on  campus,  off  campus,  cost  recovery,  and  grant  and  contract  programs. 

Time  to  graduation  and  percent  of  entering  students  who  graduate  within  a  specified  time 
are  significant  issues  on  this  campus  as  well  as  nationwide.  First-time  freshmen  seeking  a 

baccalaureate  degree  on  campus  and  entering  SIUC  in  Fall  1987,  were  tracked  for  six  years  and  ^ 

at  the  end  of  the  sixth  year,  43.3%  or  1 ,21 4  students  had  graduated.  It  has  been  reported  that  3 

the  national  average  for  time  to  graduation  in  public  institutions  is  five  years,  and  by  the  end  of  | 

the  fifth  year  37.5%  or  1 ,053  had  graduated  from  SIUC.  Students  who  enter  as  transfer  students  § 

from  other  universities  and  colleges  and  seeking  a  baccalaureate  degree  have  a  noticeably  m 

higher  graduation  rate.  Sixty-four  percent  of  those  students  who  entered  as  transfer  students  in  I

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STUDENT  FINANCE  SUMMARY 


Continued  reductions  in  state  appropriated  dollars  have  prompted  public  universities  to 
increase  tuition  and  fees  for  academic  year  1993-94.  In  light  of  the  combined  effects  of  tuition 
increases  and  general  economic  conditions,  availability  of  federal,  state  and  institutional  financial 
assistance  is  imperative  in  maintaining  access  for  students. 

Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale  students  did  not  experience  a  tuition  increase  in 
Academic  Year  1 993-94.  Tuition  is  assessed  at  $1 ,800  for  a  full-time,  resident  undergraduate  student 
and  a  resident  graduate  student  taking  12  semester  hours.  Effective  Fall  Semester  1992,  a  cap  was 
placed  on  15  or  more  semester  hours;  this  reflects  a  change  from  12  or  more  semester  hours. 
Student  fees  increased  slightly  over  6  percent  for  Fall  1993  when  compared  to  Fall  1992  and  is 
assessed  at  $802.  Also,  SIUC  students  experienced  about  a  5  percent  increase  in  their  on-campus 
room  and  board  charges  equaling  $3,182  for  an  academic  year. 

The  American  Association  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  (AASCU)  conducted  their 
annual  survey  of  student  charges  at  public,  four-year  institutions  in  August,  1 993  and  reported  that 
overall  Fall  1993  resident  undergraduate  tuition/fees  increased  by  7.5  percent  from  1992.  This 
reflects  a  comeback  to  the  increase  level  held  throughout  most  of  the  1 980's  and  a  contrast  to  the 
double-digit  increases  in  the  past  two  years.  The  nation's  average  undergraduate  tuition  and  fees 
charges  for  resident  students  was  reported  as  $2,434,  and  the  average  for  the  state  of  Illinois  was 
$2,594  with  an  4.5  percent  change  from  1 992.  SlUC's  tuition  and  fees  for  a  full-time,  resident  student 
is  slightly  above  the  average  reported  for  Illinois'  public  institutions.  Moreover,  SlUC's  tuition  and  fee 
charges  are  about  7  percent  above  the  nation's  average  for  public  universities. 

The  amount  of  financial  aid  dollars  available  for  SIUC  students  has  increased  by  45  percent 
within  the  last  five  years.  A  combination  of  state,  federal  and  institutional  funds  for  FY  1993 
accounted  for  $1 06.5  million.  Within  the  past  five  years,  9  percent  or  1 ,665  more  students  (both 
undergraduate  and  graduate)  have  been  served  by  the  financial  aid  programs  at  SIUC.  About  86 
percent  of  our  undergraduates  are  assisted  with  some  form  of  financial  aid,  and  about  97  percent  of 
our  graduate  students  receive  financial  help.  Reviewing  the  federal,  state  and  institutional  aid 
programs  at  SIUC,  total  state  supported  program  dollars  have  risen  64  percent  since  1 989.  In 
addition,  federal  programs,  including  College  Work  Study  (CWS)  funds,  Pell  Grants,  Supplemental 
Educational  Opportunity  Grants  (SEOG)  and  Carl  Perkins  (National  Direct  Student)  Loans  show  a 
noticeable  expansion  of  available  dollars  for  SIUC  students  within  the  last  five  years. 
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BUDGET  AND  FINANCE  SUMMARY 


Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale's  state  appropriations  accounted  for  $174.2 
million  for  Fiscal  Year  1994.  Included  in  this  appropriation  are  the  Carbondale  campus,  the 
School  of  Medicine,  and  off-campus  degree  programs;  not  included  is  $9.1  million  in 
appropriations  for  retirement  contributions. 

State  appropriations  account  for  the  largest  source  of  revenue  for  SIUC  as  well  as  other 
public  institutions  in  Illinois  and  the  nation.  However,  comparing  general  revenue  funds  for  the 
past  1 0  years,  funds  have  declined  since  FY85  by  20  percent.  However,  the  November/December 
1 993  issue  of  Grapevine  reported  that  state  governments  nationwide  appropriated  greater 
monetary  support  (2%  gain)  to  colleges  and  universities  in  FY94  than  each  of  the  preceding  two 
years. 

Income  fund  collections,  primarily  tuition  and  fees,  have  provided  from  25  to  30  percent  of 
SlUC's  appropriated  revenue  since  FY85.  The  American  Association  of  State  Colleges  and 
Universities'  report  of  student  charges  at  public,  four-year  institutions  conveyed  returning  financial 
concerns  of  public  colleges  and  universities  across  the  nation  for  Fall  1 993  and  reported  that  86.4 
percent  of  the  respondents  indicated  they  had  increased  tuition  and  fee  charges. 

Total  educational  and  general  expenditures  at  SIUC  have  steadily  risen  since  FY89  with  a 
very  slight  decline  from  1 991  to  1992.  Educational  and  general  expenditures  totaled  $307.9 
million  for  FY93  with  34%  of  the  funds  expended  for  Instruction,  8%  for  Research,  5.5%  for  Public 
Service,  and  35%  for  administration  (including  academic  support,  student  services,  institutional 
support,  operation  and  maintenance  of  plant  and  mandatory  transfers).  In  addition,  fund 
expenditures  for  scholarships  and  fellowships  for  FY93  account  for  7  percent  of  total  expenditures. 

Externally  funded  grants  and  contracts  during  FY93  totaled  slightly  less  than  $67  million 
and  supported  789  awards,  including  research,  training,  service,  financial  aid  and  equipment 
award  types.  The  past  five  years  have  presented  a  steady  increase  in  external  grants  and 
contracts  funding  with  a  noticeable  increase  between  FY89  and  90  and  a  marked  decline  between 
FY90  and  91 .  Funding  dollars  resumed  a  steady  increase  in  FY92  and  93.

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RESOURCES  SUMMARY 


At  the  beginning  of  Fiscal  Year  1994,  Library  Affairs  housed  a  collection  of  volumes,  serials, 
microform  units,  and  paper  government  documents  totaling  over  5  million  units.  Not  including 
government  documents,  the  School  of  Law  Library  housed  a  collection  of  about  8  hundred  thousand 
units.  Circulation  of  books,  periodicals,  media  materials,  phonorecords  and  maps  as  well  as  reserve 
materials  totaled  over  3  hundred  thousand  units  for  both  Library  Affairs  and  School  of  Law  Library. 

Throughout  the  fiscal  year,  Library  Affairs  and  the  School  of  Law  Library  staff  have  made  444 
presentations  to  a  little  over  6  thousand  participants.  Also,  Library  Affairs  provides  electronic  access 
to  905  computer  files,  39  databases,  65  public  computers,  and  24  remote  access  ports.  The  School 
of  Law  Library  provides  electronic  access  to  224  computer  files,  6  public  computers  and  1  remote 
access  port. 

Information  Technology  centrally  houses  the  University's  computing  resources,  both  hardware 
and  software,  networking  capabilities,  and  information  systems.  Three  public  computer  learning 
centers  are  equipped  with  a  variety  of  microcomputers  linked  to  the  University's  mainframe,  printers 
and  software.  Also,  the  University's  approach  to  computing  is  moving  to  a  distributed-computing 
environment.  SlUnet  connects  school  and  department  networks  with  on  and  off  campus  computing 
resources  as  well  as  to  regional  and  international  resources.  Furthermore,  the  Campus  Wide 
Information  System  (CWIS)  is  designed  to  bring  together  a  broad  spectrum  of  information 
electronically  to  faculty,  staff,  and  students  at  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale.
